Sarsoun 
on the 

struggle 
in the 
Middle 
East 



Last night at the Carrefour In- 
ternational House, Professor 
Samih Sarsoun from Lebanon 
spoke on the topic of the current 
state of the Palestinian 
liberation struggle. 

He began by giving a brief 
talk on the experience of the 
guerrilla movement and the 
Palestinian people. 

"In 1890, with the 
collaboration of imperialist 
powers, the Zionist movement 
began." Sarsoun said that the 
British wanted control of the 
East bank of the Suez and the 
way In which this domination 
could be facilitated was by 
developing the Zionist ideology 
in that part of the world. Even- 
tually, this Zionist colony grew 
to the point where the original 
Palestinian occupants had their 
land taken from them. 

In analysing the present state 
of the Palestine guerrilla 
movement, Sarsoun cited two 
basic contradictions as being 
predominant. Firstly, there is the 
contradiction between the im- 
perialists and Zionists and the 
Arab masses. Second, there is 
another more internal contradic- 
tion within the Arab world itself. 
This is the contradiction bet- 
ween, on the one hand, im- 
perialist interests and the Arab 
oligarchy, and on the other the 
Arab masses. 

Also, the alliance between the 
imperialists and Zionism is not 
necessarily an harmonious one. 
While both commonly exploit 
the masses of the Arab people, 
they are not intrinsically the 
same. The presence of a Soviet 
influence in the Middle East also 
complicates the issue, since the 
interests of Russian imperialism 
conflicts at times with the in-

Group condemns 
Gaz Métropolitain 



"It would appear . . . that the 
practices of gas companies in 
certain circumstances, could 
constitute criminal negligence. 
However, this is not really the 
vital issue here. The fact that 
these practices come so close 
to criminal conduct 
necessitates that the laws 
regulating them be changed." 

Point St. Charles people 
again plan to confront govern- 
ment officials, including 
William Tetley, Quebec Minister 
of Financial Institutions and 
Gilles Masse, Minister of 
Natural Resources. 

The Community Legal Ser- 
vices, a Point legal aid service, 
has released a report condem- 
ning Gaz Métropolitain Inc. for 
its practices regarding 
deposits, billing, and winter 
shut-offs of gas. McGill law 
students Lazar Sarna and 
Leonard Siedman have em- 
phasized that the report is not a 
legal action against Gaz 
Métropolitain, but a paper 
designed to bring inequities of 
practice and privilege of utility 
companies in general to the 
government's attention. 

(Gaz Métropolitain, a Mon- 
treal firm, was chosen for the 
sheer number of its arbitrary ac- 
tions in the Point.) 

ON THE UNDESIR ABILITY 
OF SHUT-OFFS: 



The company" has the 
authorization by legal contract 
to shut off power if, after a 
specified period of time and 
several warnings, the customer 
has failed to pay his gas bill. 
This means that the company 
can shut off power even during 
cold weather which may adver- 
sely affect the health of in- 
dividuals or families. This, 
claims the report, "is incon- 
sistent with the social respon- 
sibility of the utility company." 

"The shut-offs problem is an 
integral part of our substandard 
housing ills, the welfare burden, 
the credit structure," the report 
continues. Although welfare 
provides up to $40 for four mon- 
ths arrears, should a shut-off oc- 
cur Friday, the customer is still 
inconvenienced as welfare of- 
fices cannot be reached during 
the weekend. Moreover, special 
welfare grants will not be doled 
out until the power is actually 
shut off. More money from 
welfare agencies is not regar- 
ded as the solution since this is 
to overlook the responsibility of 
the utility company. 

ON BILLING: 

■ In general, if a customer can- 
not meet payments im- 
mediately, the company tries to 
work out a repayment plan, as 
part of its procedure, but this is 
not legally mandatory. However,

obligation to accept a 
repayment plan which it con- 
siders to be economically

David Rovins, Internal Vice- 
President, and acting President 
of the Students' Society, has 
been disqualified as a can- 
didate in today's Presidential 
elections, and his name will not 
appear on the ballots.

Therefore, in 
accordance with the Judicial 
Committee ruling, Mr. Rovins 
shall not be a candidate in 
today's elections. He had the 
choice of remaining Internal V- 
P or running for President. Con- 
stitutionally, he cannot hold 
both offices so he has chosen 
the former. Mr. Rovins will main- 
tain his post as Internal V-P until 
June."

unreasonable for its purposes." 
Although Gaz Métropolitain has 
restored power for small mon- 
thly sums added to regular 
payments, such settlements are 
not routine; they are not even 
publicized as a preliminary 
alternate to shut-offs. Nor are 
the service charges involved. 

The report also charges that 
the gas utility can help effect an 
illegal eviction. Should a land- 
lord have his tenant pay for 
gas as part of his rent, while the 
landlord has the contract with 
the company, and should the 
landlord decide to evict the 
tenant, he may have the com- 
pany shut off the gas with no 
questions asked, and no 
discomfort to himself. 

Gas rates themselves are set 
by the Gas and Electricity 
Board, which once prevented 
GMI from modifying regulations 
concerning fines and rates of 
cost it wished to charge 
delinquent customers. 

ON CASH DEPOSITS: 

All subscribers to the utility 
pay a service deposit. Welfare 
recipients, considered "Bad 
business risks", pay more. "The 
manner in which the amounts of 
these deposits are fixed is 
shrouded in the mysterious 
exercise of company discretion 
using as a base accumulated 
'credit-rating' of the customer." 
The credit-rating is "imperfect," 
based on purchasing, paying 
for. and returning retail mer- 
chandise. 

Previous users of gas in good 
standing receive a smaller 
payment bill. The public service 
seems to be based on a system 
of rewards and punishments. 

As regards legislation, the 
report concedes that the Elec- 
tricity and Gas Board, osten- 
sibly a consumer-protection 
service, has much control over 
rates, costs, but points out that 
"power to curtail shut-off prac- 
tices is implicit but by no means 
exp//c/f." 

Legal aid, the report charges, 
is inadequate, at best rendering 
only "injunctive relief." By the 
injunction, (which must be 
issued by a judge therefore in- 
curring more costs to the 
customer the service is restored 
until the gas distributor can "af- 
firmatively demonstrate its 
right" to cut off power. Several 
days time to work out a better 
payment solution are really all 
that is gained. Moreover, the in- 
junction is difficult to obtain. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

The Community Legal Ser- 
vices proposes eight recom- 
mendations for the government 
to chew over. 

B "During cold weather (below 
40 degrees F). shut-offs must be 
prohibited." Several case 
studies, including a story which 
appeared recently in the Mon-

treat Star concerning a woman 
who died as a result of having 
her power cut off, back this 
statement. 

■ A utility company must prove 
the legal necessity of a shut-off 
to obtain payment. Service 
should only be cut if the com- 
pany has proven that the 
customer willingly or negligen- 
tly failed to accept a plan of 
payment offered and proven 
payable by the customer; that 
by culling off service, the health 
and welfare of the customer will 
not be adversely affected; that 
discontinuance of service is the 
only way of obtaining payment. 

■ The Electricity and Gas Board 
Act should be amended to give 
the Board explicit power to per- 
mit or prohibit a discontinuance 
of service. 

■ Currently the company 
provides as a final warning a 48- 
hour notice of shut-off action to 
delinquent customers. The law 
pertaining to the notice, does 
not specify how the customer is 
to be notified. Helen Bastien, 
who works with the legal aid 
service and GMAPCC, recalled 
that people sometimes receive 
notices late, through regular 
post, or even "tossed onto por- 
ches." Many claim that they 
never receive any notice at all. 

As a result, the report recom- 
mends that the precise time and 
date of the notice be given the 
customer, three days prior to 
action, and through registered 
mail. 

More social, responsibility 
must be undertaken by the 
utility — such as checking ab- 
normally high heating bills, and 
ensuring that landlords main- 
tain buildings in "heatable" 
condition so that systems can 
function properly. The report 
does not recommend how to en- 
sure the landlord's obligation. 

■ The gas company must be 
legally bound not to accede to a 
landlord's request to discon- 
tinue service, regardless of who 
pays the bill. If a shut-off is used 
as a means of evicting the 
tenant, then the company may 
ignore the landlord's request. 

■ The utility must not be 
allowed to demand immediate 
cash deposits, before in- 
stallation. As an alternative, the 
report recommends that a small 
monthly sum be added to the 
bill. Doing away with the 
deposit completely is not 
suggested. 

■ "A study of the economic 
feasibility of lower or reduced 
rates for low-income con- 
sumers" should be set up. "The 
cost of such reduced rates must 
be weighed against the cost of 
current shut-off practices and 
litigation by the company."

terests of the Arab stales which 
it supports. 

Sarsoun stated that "the 
potential of the Palestine 
movement can be best 
assessed through studying 
these contradicitons." 

He criticized nationalist 
leaders like Nasser who fight 
imperialism and Zionism but do 
not try to foster the growth of 
genuine mass movements 
within their own countries. "In 
these states the masses have 
assumed the role of the spec- 
tator." 

In fact, these leaders have not 
helped the liberation within their 
own or Palestine nation but 
have hindered this movement. 
Sarsoun averred that the in- 
terests of these leaders "lie in 
contradiction to the masses." 
They are serving the interests of 
their own class, the petty 
bourgeoisie, and have evolved 
an ideology to support their 
position. 

"The fight against im- 
perialism and Zionism (by these 
purely nationalist leaders) 
masks the real issues." These 
kind of nationalists have gained 
the "emotional support of the 
masses" but in fact "the masses 
have been left by the wayside." 

The heyday of these petty 
bourgeois groups was "mainly 
from the 1950's until 1967. They 
spoke in the name of the 



masses but wore eventually ex- 
posed for their real class in- 
terests." 

Originally, when Al Fateh 
began to assert itself it was out- 
side of the confines of the petty 
bourgeois but gradually it came 
to espouse these interesls. 
Fateh placed the nationalist 
struggle of the Palestinians 
ahead of the struggle of the 
Arab masses against the Arab 
ruling elite. This latter struggle 
was assigned to some date in 
the future. "This position has 
led to a practice which harmed 
the movement." 

He cited the example of 
Fateh's practice of halting 
strikes by workers within its 
territory for the sake of unity as 
illustrative of this point. "Fateh's 
philosophy seems to be 'We 
should only fight outsiders' ". 

The position the two radical 
groups, the Popular Front and 
the Democratic Front, which 
Sarsoun advocated, was that 
both the internal and external 
struggles "should be carried 
out simultaneously". Their line 
has led to a position where Ihe 
"Jordanian regime is also 
viewed as an enemy". 

However, both front groups 
have encountered difficulties 
because "they do not always 
practice what they preach" 
meaning that they do not always 
mobilize the masses. In one 
portion of Jordan controlled by 
the Popular Front which was 
heavily bombarded by Israelis, 
the Popular Front went into the 
Palestinian villages and 
organized the people and 
propagandized among them. As 
a result of these efforts, co- 
operatives and communal farms 
were set up. which were suc- 
cessful, but the Popular Front 
did not expand this activity into 
a larger sphere. 

The Palestinian movement 



suffered a serious setback 
when Fateh. the largest of the 
groups, became divided into 
three sections, mainly leftist in 
orientation although conser- 
vative factions which sought to 
work with Hussein also 
emerged. 

Now the movement in Jordan 
has gone underground. And to a 
lesser extent this has happened 
in Lebanon and Syria. Prior to 
September 1970, the view of 
Fateh as a military organization 
was dominant, but now the need 
for building a party which is in- 
tegrated with the Arab 
movement in general — with 
the Palestine movement as its 
spearhead, has emerged. 

Sarsoun said that the 
Palestinian guerrillas are "op- 
timistic" about their future as a 
movement. The war with Jordan 
has "sharpened the contradic- 
tions" within the Middle East. 

After Sarsoun's talk was 
finished a debate ensued bet- 
ween Sarsoun and some mem- 
bers of the audience as to the 
best strategy which the 
movement should employ. 
Several people disagreed with 
Sarsoun's contention that the 
struggle against Arab reac- 
tionary rulers should be put on 
the same level as the Anti- 
Imperialist, Anti-Zionist 
struggle. The main enemy of the 
Palestinian people is imperialist 
and Zionist interests, they 
believed. They felt that this 
struggle should be given the 
priority over organizing the 
masses to overthrow people like 
Sadat. The direction of the 
movement should assume two 
forms. First, the movement 
should concentrate on 
defeating imperialism and 
Zionism and after this task is 
completed, it should attack the 
reactionary elements within the 
Arab world.

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I am writing this comment in 
response to the article entitled 
"Naxalites fight for liberation" 
(by Mohan Ram, reprinted from 
Liberation News Service) which 
appeared in the January 19 
issue of your paper. Grossly 
distorting the nature and under- 
playing the tremendous impor- 
tance, both national and inter- 
national, of the Naxalite 
revolution. Professor Mohan 
Ram symbolizes a typical In- 
dian bourgeois intellectual who, 
while pretending to be a 
"neutral examiner of facts', is 
nothing more than a most faith- 
ful servant of the reactionary In- 
dian government. Pick up any 
Indian bourgeois newspaper 
and you will find the same lies, 
the same concoctions, the same 
anti-Naxalite slanders that 
professor sahib so faithfully 
spouts. 

Where he stands is clear from 
his recent book Maoism in India 
(which is an updated version of 
an earlier epic, Indian Com- 
munism), in which he totally 
denies the armed struggles 
waged by the Indian peasants 
against their exploiters. This 
despite the fact that within the 
past three decades there have 
been no less than three major 
uprisings in India in which ar- 
med peasants have fought ar- 
med counter-revolution! (In- 
cidentally, his book sells for 
22.50 Rupees, a sum way 
beyond the reach of the average 
Indian. 

It would take an article 
several pages long to comment 
on all of Mohan Ram's 
fabrications. Practically every 
line contains an outright lie or a 
distortion. Limited by time and 
space, I shall confine myself to 
the more serious points. 

These points must be viewed 
in their historical context. • 

Ever since the colonisation of 
India by the British over 200 
years ago, the history of India 
has been one of ceaseless 
struggle waged by the Indian 
peasantry, against exploitation. 
The First War of Independence 
of 1857 was fought by the Indian 
peasants side by side with rebel 
soldiers. Since then, there have 
been numerous armed revolts 
but all have failed until now 
because of the lack of any 
scientific ■ theory and 
revolutionary leadership 
capable of leading them to vic- 
tory. The comprador 
bourgeoisie, with the national 
raitors Gandhi and Nehru at 
their head, allied themselves 
completely right from the begin- 
ning with the colonialists and 
participated in the selling-out of 
India. Since World War II, the 
main forces of oppression 
against the Indian people (and, 
for that matter, the world's 
people) have become US im- 
perialism and Soviet social im- 
perialism which are served 




the comprador capitalists in the 
cities. It is the ruthless ex- 
ploitation by these four enemies 
of the Indian people (and not, as 
the imperialists would have us 
believe, overpopulation, food 
problems, or any other mystical 
insoluble problem) which has 
created unprecedented 
miseries, sufferings and 
calamities. Millions are 
struggling on the brink of death. 
Several million go hungry,^ 
naked, homeless and unem- 
ployed. 

Ours is a peasant country and 
80% of our population lives in 
the countryside (this is perhaps 
the only correct phrase in 
Professor Ram's article!). Semi- 
feudal land relations exist in the 
countryside with the landlords 
exercising complete power. 
Brutal methods of suppression 
are commonly used by the land- 
lords who maintain private ar- 
mies of thugs to exercise their 
power. The local administration 
and the Indian government 
govern these landlords. Whole 
peasant families have been 
uprooted. Social oppression of 
castes, including lynchings of 
Harijans (untouchables), 
reminiscent of the Middle Ages, 
is the order of the day. In certain 
areas, it is still a recognized 
custom that the biggest lan- 
dlords spend the first night with 
every bride. These customs 
have the complete support of 
the police and forces of law and 
order. For instance, a police of- 
ficer, when asked to comment 
on this particular "privilege", 
answered, "Well, what's wrong? 
The landlord's handsome, isn't 
he?" I could go on and on 
describing the forms and in- 
cidents of oppression, but that 
is not my purpose. Suffice it to 
say that the semi-feudal land 
relations have transformed our 
countryside into a land of suf- 



of people suffer and die every 
year. 

Until 1967, no political party 
had addressed itself to this fun- 
damental peasant question. The 
leadership of the Communist 
Party of India which was formed 
in 1920 continuously betrayed 
the people of India and sank 
into a morass of parliamen- 
tarianism, reformism and 
revisionism. They gave up 
revolution and became more 
and more interested in their 
ministerial thrones. To trick the 
people, they would from time to 
time mouth socialist slogans. 
Their real interests, however, 
lay in allying with the landlords 
and the big bourgeois. 

Professor Mohan Ram, in the 
month of May 1967, an event 
took place in India in a remote 
village no one had ever heard of 
before. This event • was 
organized by communist 
revolutionaries who left the 
cities and went to the village to 
organize a peasant revolution. 
Today every Indian man, 
woman and child has heard of 
this village — not only in India, 
but in practically all corners of 
the world, the spring thunder of 
Naxalbari has been heard. 
Reactionaries trembled, people 
rejoicedl Incidentally, professor 
sahib, Naxalbari is a village in 
the Darjeeling district of West 
Bengal and not one of the 
"various areas of Calcutta". The 
heroes who fought at Naxalbari 
were peasants, and not "young 
middle-class students 
motivated by Maoist ideals." No 
articles can change these facts. 

At Naxalbari, peasant 
revolutionary committees were 
formed and their authority 
established. Landlords who had 
committed crimes such as mur- 
der, rape, stealing of land, etc. 
were annihilated; some fled 
while the rest were subdued. 
The land was redistributed 
through the peasant commit- 
tees on the principle of "land to 
the tiller". All legal deeds and 
agreements relating to land, 
usury and mortgage of land 
which were used to keep the 
peasants in permanent debt, 
were burnt and declared illegal. 



void. People's law was 
proclaimed. 

Why was this event such a 
milestone in the history of my 
land? 

■ For the first time in India's 
history, the Indian landless and 
land-poor peasants under the 
leadership of the working class 
staged an armed revolt which 
was not for land or social 
reforms but for the capture of 
political power, the capture of 
state power. No more were the 
peasants fighting for economic ; 
demands and justice, but they 
were fighting for the political 
control of India. The Naxalbari 
struggle has thus become a 
pacesetter for the liberation of 
the entire Indian people for it 
pointed out the way to the entire 
peasantry. 

■ For the first time in India, the 
scientific theory of Marxism - 
Leninism - Mao Tse-tung 
Thought was directly applied to 
the concrete conditions of India. 
It was shown in practice that the 
only way to achieve liberation 
was to arm the peasants with 
correct scientific ideology and 
that this correct ideology was 
Marxism - Leninism - Mao Tse- 
tung Thought. 

As expected, the Naxalbari 
peasants were subjected to a 
■ ruthless onslaught by the state 
machine. The police and army 
occupied the area in large num- 
bers and massacred peasants 
in the thousands. The peasants 
resisted valiantly. For the time 
being, however, the state forces 
were much too strong and the 
revolutionary peasant commit- 
tees were not permitted to exist. 
But this single spark at 
Naxalbari has set the whole of 
the Indian countryside on fire. 
Naxalbaris sprang up all across 
the length and breadth of the 
country. Several Red Base 
areas were created, attacked by 
the state machine, and re- 
established. 

So successful was the 
movement, that In April 1969 a 
mass meeting was organized in 
Calcutta under totally un- 
derground conditions (not a 
single leaflet, not a single 
poster). Over 100,000 
revolutionaries attended this 
rally in the centre of the town, 
each bringing a knife or a spear. 
The state police and army stood 
helplessly by as the proud 
revolutionaries announced the 
formation of the Communist 
Party of India (Marxist-Leninist) 



Side by side, influenced by 
the great events in the coun- 
tryside, many revolutionary 
workers, youth and students in 
the cities began on their own 
initiative to organize attacks 
against the bourgeois 
educational system and ideals; 
statues of Nehru, Gandhi, etc., 
figures who symbolized sell- 
outs and who were idolized by 
the bourgeoisie began to be at- 
tacked and damaged. So much 
so, that today armed police 
guard the figures of our 
"national heroes", the "fathers 
of our nation". Attacks on the 
educational institutions 
multiplied in number and large 
numbers of students threw their 
support behind the 
revolutionaries. Later on, this 
struggle in the cities developed 
into clashes with armed police 
units. 

In early 1970, a campaign to 
snatch arms from the police and 
army was started both in the 
countryside and the cities to lay 
the foundations for a People's 
Liberation Army. This campaign 
was takon up so en- 
thusiastically and proved to be 
such a great success that within 
a year or so, the Indian PLA was 
formed (October 1971). 

Now wholesale slaughter has 
been instituted by the Indian 
government (the "liberators" of 
East Pakistan!) in a vain attempt 
to stem this revolutionary tide. 
Even here our respected 
professor lies. More than 30,000 
Naxalites are in West Bengal 
alone — according to the 
bourgeois papers themselves 
(Professor Ram mentions only 
3,000). Thousands of 
revolutionaries have been 
massacred in prisons (the 
professor mentions 70). But 
what else can one expect from 
fascist reactionaries in the 
throes of their death-bed 
struggle? 

Contrary to what our learned 
guru suggests, repression can 
never wipe out revolution, only 
revolution will wipe out

The struggle by Montreal 
construction workers to achieve 
unity has been set back by a 
new wave of backward inter- 
union raiding. 

The culprit is the National 
Federation of Wood and 
Building Unions (FNSBB), a 
Confederation of National Trade 
Unions (CNTU) affiliate. The ob- 
jects of its raiding campaign 
are the Montreal Construction 
Union and the construction 
unions affiliated to the. Quebec 
Federation of Labour (QFL). The 
Montreal Construction Union 
(SCM) was expelled from the 
ranks of the FNSBB in 1970 for 
having dared to join with the 
QFL unions in a common front 
during the Montreal construc- 
tion strike. 

Even though the SCM has 
always had to suffer raiding on 
the part of the FNSBB since Its 
expulsion, the raiding has never 
been undertaken on such a vast 
scale. This time the offensive 
seems to be more serious. 

L'Electricien au courant, 
published' by Montreal QFL 
electricians, recently denoun- 
ced the raiding. In the same 
issue it contested the elec- 
tricians' affiliation to American 
unions and the existence of two 
construction unions in Quebec. 
The newspaper called for the 
formation of a Quebec con- 
struction union along the lines 
of the Quebec Teachers' Cor- 
poration, independent of both 
the QFL and the CNTU. 

The FNSBB raiding is being 
conducted along particularly 
reactionary lines, as the 
following text indicates. This 
tract is being circulated by the 
FNSBB among construction 
workers in the Montreal area. 

"Construction workers of the 
Montreal region, electricians, 
plumbers, iron-workers, 
menuisiers, etc., etc . . . aren't 
you disgusted with being stuck 
in unions which exploit you or 
yet with being in a union with a 
Marxist ideology? Aren't you 
fed up with the favoritism In job 
placement? Aren't you fed up 
with paying fines? With not 
receiving services? For what 
are your union dues being 
used? To put up bail for 
revolutionaries and terrorists, to 
organize illegal demonstrations. 
To enrich a few labour bosses 
so that they can buy Evangeline 
cafés and "Clubs 568." The rest 
goes to the United States. You 
are really being led by the Un- 
derworld and by the Bolsheviks. 
The CNTU offers you the 
chance to belong to a clean 
union, the only one which is 
worthy of representing you in 
metropolitan Montreal. The 
provincial union of mechanical 
trades is affiliated to the 
National Federation of Building 
and Wood Unions Inc., which 
remains faithful to Christian 
principles. It only costs you 
$2.00 to belong to a Worthy and 
Honest union which will permit 
you to work in the whole 
province . . ."

spirit of a note written by Charu 
Mazumdar, chairman of the 
Communist Party bf India 
(Marxist-Leninist) when he gave 
a call to avenge the death of the 
martyrs: 

"The incident at Barasat* 
clearly shows how isolated 
these assassins are from the 
people, and how panic-stricken 
and scared out of their wits they 
are. They did not have the 
courage to face these youths 
even after their hands were tied. 
That is why the assassins fired 
five or six shots at every one of 
these youths and killed them 
one by one. This gang of 
cowards knows that those who 
are being murdered today are 
Immortal sons of India — worthy 
of being respected by every 
country, every nation. That is 
why the cowards murdered 
these youths, who know no fear 
of death, in the darkness of the 
night and left their dead bodies 
at the roadside . . . 

"Today the most sacred task 
of every Indian is to arouse the 
most intense hatred for all these 
cowards, imperialism's running 
dogs and assassins. Today this 
is the demand of our coun- 
trymen — the demand of 
patriotism. 

"Every revolutionary cadre 
should resolve to avenge the 
heroic martyrs. These butchers 
are enemies of the Indian 
people, enemies of progress 
and lackeys of foreigners. The 
Indian people will not be 
liberated until these butchers 
are liquidated." 

Pray where, Professor Ram, is 
the defeat you are so 
desperately conjuring up? Even 
on the question of the city of 
Calcutta there are two at- 
titudess — the reactionary and 
the revolutionary. You say, 
"Calcutta is a poignant symbol 
of India's frustration and 
despair, with its hopelessly 
growing reservoir of unem- 
ployed, dispossessed, 
disinherited,, and now the en- 
dless streams of refugees 
coming across the border from 
Pakistan because of the war, its 
eight million people inhabit a 
squalid overgrown jungle of 
slums and decaying buildings." 

The revolutionaries: "The 
revolutionary struggle waged by 
workers, students and youths, 
complementary to the heroic 
peasants' revolutionary armed 
struggle, is sweeping on in this 
city of many revolts. Today, like 
the other towns in West Bengal, 
Calcutta is changing — from a 
captive city, that has so long 
drained the blood of the peasan- 



try, minted gold out of it and 
enriched the imperialists and 
their Indian compradors with it, 
to a city that is looking up to the 
much oppressed, much ex- 
ploited peasantry as her and the 
country's liberators and that is 
valiantly fighting shoulder to 
shoulder with them against her 
own hated oppressors. 
Revolutionary Calcutta Is firmly 
resolved to wipe out the shame 
of the past, to continually 
harass, wear out and 
demoralize the enemy within his 
own citadel, until the armed 
agrarian revolution triumphs 
and her own victory is achieved. 
Inspired by Chairman Mao's 
great call, 'Be resolute, fear no 
sacrifice and surmount every 
difficulty to win victory," and the 
call of their beloved leader 
Comrade Charu Mazumdar to 
'Make the 1970's the decade of 
liberation,' the brave guerrilla 
squads of revolutionary youths, 
students and workers are at- 
tacking class enemies and 
reactionary policemen every 
day with death-defying valour 
and causing alarm in them — 
an alarm reflected in the daily 
statements issued by the reac- 
tionary government and its high 
police officials and in the frantic 
screams of the hired scribes of 
the reactionary press and reac- 
tionary and revisionist 
politicians."" 

This great upsurge in the 
countryside of India, together 
with the simultaneous 
democratic struggles in the 
cities, will in the very near 
future merge Into one vast 
torrent of revolution. Hundreds 
of millions of peasants, workers, 
and other revolutionary sections 
are going to rise in a mighty 
storm which will shatter the 
holds of imperialism and its 
lackeys on the Indian people. 
To quote Charu Mazumdar once 
again, "When I say 'Make the 
70's the Decade of Liberation', I 
cannot think beyond 1975. The 
idea of today's armed struggle 
was born in the idea of one man. 
That idea has now filled the 
minds of ten million people. If 
the new revolutionary con- 
sciousness, born only in 1967, 
can permeate the minds of ten 
million people in 1970, why is it 
impossible for those ten million 
to arouse and mobilize the 500 
million people of India in a 
surging people's war by 1975?" 

The liberation of India will 
mean the liberation of the 
world's people for it will mean 
the end of the hegemony, en- 
joyed by U.S. imperialism and 
Soviet social imperialism over 
the people of the world. We 
have only to rejoice, let the 
reactionaries and Mohan Ram 
moan. It is our festival, it is their 
doom!
